wherein the first wand is operable to control the flow of the fiist liquid from the 
first pump to the fust wand and the second wand is operable to control the flow of the 
second liquid from the storag e tank second pump to the second wand . 
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5- (Original) The piessuie washei as recited in claim 4, wherein the 
second wand comprises an isolation valve operable to establish oi secuie the flow of 
second liquid thr ough the second wand. 

6. (Original) The pressure washer as lecited in claim 5, wherein the 
second wand comprises a throttle valve operable to throttle the flow of second liquid 
through the second wand. 

7 (Or iginal) The pi essur e washer as recited in claim 4 , comprising an 
adapter assembly secured to the first wand and the second wand, wherein the adaptei 
assembly comprises a first orifice and the flow of second liquid is directed through the 
first oiificc to produce a second spray that is directed toward the spray of first liquid 

8 (Original) The piessuce washer as recited in claim 7, wherein the 
adaptei assembly comprises a second orifice to produce the spray of first liquid. 

9 (Amended) A kit for modifying a pressure washing syste m having a 
first pump operable to pump water to a pressure washer wand , the kit comprising: 

a storage tank opeiable to store a liquid underpressure; 
a second pump operable to pump flujd fiorn the stoiage tank: and 
a wand assembly in fluid communication with the storage tank via the second 
pump and secuiable to a the pressure washer wand, wherein the wand assembly is 
operable to direct piessuiized liquid from the storage tank into a high-pressure spray of 
liquid produced from the pressure washer wand b y the first pump .

(Original) The kit as recited in claim 9, wherein the wand assembly 
comprises at least one bracket to secure the wand assembly to ihe pressure washei waud-

comprises a low-pressure wand comprising an isolation valve to enable a user to control 
the flow of pressurized liquid from the storage tank. 

1 4 (Amended) The kit as recited in claim 13 44. wheiein the wand 
assembly comprises a throttle valve in series with the isolation valve to enable a user to 
throttle the flow of pr e ssurized liquid from the storage tank when the isolation valve is 
open. 

1 5, (Original) The kit as recited in claim 13, wheiein the wand assembly 
comprises an adapter assembly removably securable to the pressure washer wand, 
wherein the adapter assembly comprises an orifice to produce a spray of liquid from the 
storage tank. 

16. (Amended) The kit as recited in claim 15 44, wherein the adapter 
assembly comprises a quick coupling couplcablc to a corresponding quick coupling on 
the pressure washer wand. 

17.. (Original) The kit as recited in claim 14 v wheiein the adapter assembly 
comprises an orifice operable to produce a high-pressure spiay from a flow of liquid from 
the pressure washer wand 

1 8. (Twice Amended) A method of manufacturing a piessuie washing 
system, comprising: 

coupling a first pump for pumping water in flui d co mmunication with a first 
pressur e washing wand 
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seeming a fisjt s econd pressure washing wand to fr oooond the Just, pressure 
washing wand; 

coupling an inlet of a second t>ump in fluid communication with a liquid stoiaae 
tank to enable the second pump to pump fluid from the liquid storage tank: and 

coupling the fet gecfirrdjnessure washing wand te-a injluid c ommunication with 
an outlet of the second pump operabl e to pump a firot liquid to enable the second p ump to 
pump fluid to the second ptessuie washing wancb -aad 

coupling th e s e cond pressure washing wond to a liquid storag e tank op e rahl e to 
pressurize a s e cond liquid disposed therein
